GRAPHITE DUTY 
IS APPROVED 


Finance Committee Victor 
in Senate Fight 


One Item | 
Split Among Democrats is 
Subject of Jest 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Prac- 
tically all the daylight hours to- 
day were spent by the Senate in 
a fight over the tariff duties on 
graphite, which split both the Re- 
Publican and Democratic ranks, 
but left the Finance Committee ma- 
jority victorious. Assault after as- 
sault was made on the committee 
proposals with roll call following 
roll call, but- each was repulsed, 
the duties bel approved as rec- 
ommended — 10 per cent ad 
valorem on amorphous graphite: 
20 per cent on crystalline lump 
—— — cents a pound on crystalline 


After a six-hour struggle over 
this one item, the Senate settled 
down to its tenth night session 
since the tariff bill was called up 
nearly five weeks ago. Attendance 
of majority Senators continued to 
be unsatisfactory to 8 
leaders, who issued a call for a 
party conference tomorrow at 
which Republicans again will be 
urged to stay on the job so as to 
get the tariff bill out of the way. 


JEST OVER SPLIT 


The-split among the Democrats 
over graphite was made the sub- 
ject of jest by several speakers on 
the Republican side today and 
brought a statement from Senator 
Borah of Idaho that there wasn't 
such a wide difference between the 
two parties on the tariff question, 
the Democrats favori protection 
for products of their tes. This 
was disputed by Senator Stanley, 
Democrat, of Kentucky, who de- 
clared he never would vote to use 
the taxing power of the govern- 
ment to subsidize industry. Sena- 
tor Gooding of Idaho, chairman 
of the Republican agricultural- 
tariff bloc, expressed the hope that 
the division of the minority 
presaged the day when the two 
parties would come together on the 
question of protection to all in- 
dustry. The Idaho Senator ex- 
pressed the belief that the Ameri- 


can people would sanction duties 
as high as 400 or 600 Fan! cent on 
farm products, if that should prove 
necessary to protect American in- 
dustries. 

The tariff bloc chairman took oc- 
casion to deny statements made in 
debate that the sloc had entered 
into any agreement or trade with 
other Senators, in order to get 
protection for agricultural prod- 
ucts. Such a statement, he said. 
“was without foundation and with- 
out any proof at all.“ 


TARIFF BLOC FIGHTS 
“I want to say that the’ tariff 

had to fight for everything 
it got.“ he declared, “and what it 
got was obtained only after a hard 
fight. Every member of the tariff 
bloc is at liberty to vote as he 
pleases.” 
Resenting what he sald had been 
allegations that the Finance Com- 
mittee majority in framing the bill 
had been controlled by represent- 
atives of the predatory interests, 
Senator Gooding said he been 
present at most of the committee 
meetings, that the Senators had 
“guarreled”’ over almost every rate 
and that every one of them had 
worked “hard and conscientiously” 
day after day, and some times at 
night, in an effort to reach a just 
conclusion in each case.

DAIRIES SHOW PROFIT 


Large Sum 


Spent for Butterfat in Tulare County; 
Other News Notes of Interest . 


TULARE, May 24. — Approxi- 
mately $117,000 was paid to dairy- 
men of this district for butterfat 
produced during April, according 
to report of the three dairies here. 
the Los Angeles Co-operative 
Creamery, Dairymen’s Co-oper- 
ative Creamery and the Tipton 

This is an increase of approx!i- 
mately $2000 over the pay roll for 
last month, in spite of the fact 
that prices paid this month were 


slightly lower than those paid the 
previous thirty-day period. The 
April pay roll is $17,000 more than 
in February, when prices were 10 
and 11 cents higher.* Creameries 
paid approximately 36 cents in 
April for butterfat as compared 
with 38 certs last month. 
Production is still heavy and 
dairymen are hopeful tnat good 
prices will maintain for next 
month. The present price is 40 
cents. Late rains and prospects of 
good crops have made dairymen 
hopeful for a prosperous year. 
Prices for this April are about 3 
cents lower than for Aprila year 
‘ago. Production is heavier and 
the pay roll is larger and the gen- 
eral feeling is one of optimism.

The 
contents of the letter were not im- 
parted to newspaper men. 

But Weeks affirmed that they 
clearly indicate the channels 
through which Peters and any 
other blackmailers who may have 
been associated with Peters ap- 
proached the secret for the keeping 
of which Ward was willing to pay 
$30,000, anxious to pay an addi- 
tional 350.000 and forced to kill. 

Having read this letter, to which 
he attributes capital importance, 
Weeks announced he will press the 
prosecution of Ward in spite of 
what any other official or officials 
in the Westchester county admin- 
istration and political machine 
may do. 


“In the most emphatic manner,” 
said Weeks, “I proclaim that I 
am not satisfied with Ward's story

The theory is entertained that 
it has been written and dispatched 
by a blackmailer associate or 
friend of Peters in an attempt to 
besmirch Ward and thus give Pe- 
ters a posthumous revenge. It 
came special delivery, the post- 
markings indicating that it was 
posted at iv o'clock this morning 
at Times Square. 

The message itself is written on 
two ordinary penny postcards and 
a scrap of brown paper, The two 
cards ve been coveréd on both 
sides with a fine, and seemingly 
cultured handwriting. Even the 
engraved stamp are covered 
with pen marks. Then, as if the 
supply of this unusual stationery 

given out, the concluding 
phrases of the letter are written on 
the scrap of Manila paper. 


SIGNATURE TORN AWAY 


The letter ends with the sub- 
scripture ‘“Resp’y.” Underneath 
this word the Manila paper has 
been carefully torn away. Attor- 
ney Weeks deducts from this fact 
that the writer first signed his 
name and then, changing his 
mind, tore the identifying signa- 
ture away. Weeks is led to believe 
by the tenor of the letter that the 
writer is anxious to speak to him 
face to face. ; 

Weeks is no less anxious to speak 
to him and requesied newspapers 
today to mention the fact that the 
writer need have no fear in com- 
ing forward. Weeks will not sub- 
ject him to arrest and humiliation 
and will receive any communica- 
tion he has to offer. 

Weeks particularly stressed the 
point that he lends this letter 
great importance and is certain 
it is not the work of a crank. 

The ement that Peters was 
seen on the employee's seat of a 
Ward Baking Company wagon was 
made by a policeman of the 
Mamaroneck police force, several 
days before Ward confessed to the 
murder.
